withall, having received ſeverall intelligences of immi- 
nent dangersto the cauſe andchis Nation trom abroad 
by approaching of an armie of SeQaries towards this 
Kingdom. And bcing obliged in diſcharge ofthe eriſt 
Commirted to them to take care of the ſafetie of the 
Nation, As they reſolve for themſelves to uſe all 
lawfull means and peaceble wayes to preventthe dan- 
gers, ſo they have thought fit £o give warning tothe 
ſ>verall ſhires and burghs, That according to the law 
of God, nature and nations, and according to the duties 
which they by {ſo many ſacred bonds owe to the Cove- 
nant and cauſe,to the King and Kingdom, they mighe 
be in a condition and poſture for defending all choſe and 
wharſoever is neer and dear tothem againſt all invaſion- 
Likeas tor the ſtopping of the mouth of Calumnie re- 
moving all ſcrouples and miſtakes, and clearing co the 
conſciences of all the lawtulnefle,neceſſicie and juſtice of - 
their

their reſolutions & proceedings, & that theymayhave the 
greater aſſurance of Gods bleſſing and preſence co all 
their inctevores, The Eſtates of Parliament declare and 
aſsure that they injoynethe following levy of horſe and 
foot for this end allanerlie of meer, jult and neceſſary de- 
fence of this Kingdom from invaſion, without any de- 
figne or intention of invading,any who ſhal not firſt in- 
vade this Kingdome; And therefore the (aids Eſtates 
of Parliament doe hereby ordain the whole ſhyres and 
burghes within this Kingdome preſently to raiſe and 
have inreadineſſethe whole number of horſe, men, and 
armes, and the foot appointed tobe levied by the at of 
Parliament of the 6 day of Auguſt. 1 649. Together with 
whatwas not put ferth oftherhirdpart ofthehorſe8&fourr 
of che foot,conform to the a of levie of the 28.day 
of Febr.1649. And {iclike the hail Burrows of this King- 
dom to raife & have in readines the proportion of horſe 
according to the ſaid a of the 28,o0f February 1649, So 
far aSalreadie is not put forth by them; Orin their op- 
tion threeFoot for everyhorte & man,& then according 
rothe AR 6. of Anguff. 1649. For rhe preſent levie: all. 
which are ſer down in the liſt hereunto ſubjoyned. And 
ordaines the forces foreſaid To be brought. ro. Rande- 
voweſes againſt ſuch dayesas are defigned by theParlia- 
ment. by a particular AQ of the date of thir preſents 
herewith ſent,and that atſuch a convenient place with- 
in the Shire as the Committee of war, with adviſe of 
the officets:ſhal chiak fir, And appaints them at thateim. 
and place to be inrolled and liſted under their reſpetive 
officers, Andeither.co march if they ſhal receive.orders, 
or tg returne £0 remain; with their our: putters incaſe 
they-xeccave.nat.ordes from. the Parliament ay cy 
om- 


Communeee; Providing alwaycs,that ic js not hereby to 
be underſtood that the Committee of Eſtates ſhall have 
anypower to give orders to the ſaid forces forbringin g 
them forth of the ſhires for any other ends then for the 
juſt and neceſlarie defen-e of this Kingdome from in- 
vaſton as is expreſtin the narrative of this At. And 
the ſaids Eftates of Parliament ordains everic eroup to 
con(iſt of 75. Troupers,and every regiment of horieto 
be'made up of 6. troupes at leaſt,and 8. Troups at moſt, 
ſicklike every companie of foot to confiſt of 126 ſon)- 
diers,and every regiment of foot to be made up of 8. 
companies, And likewiſe they ordaine the preſent ſtand- 
ing troupes be recruited and made. up to the number 
of 75. ineverytroup out of the number of horſes to be 
now levyed torth of the ſeverall ſhyres respedive, and 
theſe recruites not to be brought forth of the ſhices 
tilthere be a neceflitic of bringing. forth the new levy 
foreſaid,according tothis praſene Af, And ficklike chat 
theſe recrutes be diſlmiſsed withthe new Leavie, when 
the ſame ſhall be diſmifsed; And farther, the ſaids 
Eſtates of Parliament declare they will nominate and 
appoint the - officers of regiments}. troups and 
companies from a Colonelt ro' @ Caprain in- 
cluſive withour prejudice to the Commitres of ſhires 
in time coming anentany power whatfomever granted: 
ro them for nomination of their. own rootmaſters con- 
forme to any preceding aQs'of levie, and' do give po- 
wer and warimdro the'Commitrees of War of the [e- 
verall ſhyres with adviſe of the Collonels reſpeive, 
- accordiug rotheir (everall diviſions if they be preſent 
to nominatand-appointthe officers inferior to aCaptain, 


and: ro the: Magiſtrmes aud Counſels of Burghes -to 
A3 make 
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make choyſe of their officers under the degree of aCap- 
tain according to the proportions to be put forth by 
them,Providing alwayes they make choile of ſuch as 
are fir for the ſervice,and are qualified as is expreſt in 
the 26. Act ſeventeenth of February, 1649. which 
ordains that ſuch as are: malignant and diſaffeted 
to the preſent work of reformation ,and Covenants,and 
a2ginſt whom there is juſt cauſe of Exception or juſt 
- ground of jealoufie becauſe of their dilaffeRion, or any 
perſon giventoDrunkennes, Swearing, Uncleanes,or any 
otherScandalous offence, Be notmade choyle of, but on- 
lyable men,and ſuch who are of known affeCtion unto, & 
approved fidclitie and integritie in the cauſe of God, & 
of a blameles and Chriſtian Converſation. And ordaines 
the ſaids Committees of Warr andCounſells ofBurghes, 
afterthey have made choylſe of their under officers, xo 
return & roll of their names to the Committee appoint- 
red for purging the armie,before the day oftheir randez- 
vows. And gives powert othe Committees of War 
and Counſells of Burghs within their ſeveral] Juriſdic- 
tions reſpective, To devide and lay on proportionally 
the horle according tothe maintenance upon the ſeve- 
rall heritors and others lyable in putting forth the ſame; 
And It is declared That the greateſt rent of theſeto be 
joyned for making up one horſe ſhall provide the horſe, 
And the reſt that joyne, to contribute accordingrto one 
hundereth and rhreeſcore pounds for ilk horſe and man, 
With power alſo to the Committees of Warr of the [c- 
verall Shires reſpective, toſcr prices upon horſes fit for 
the ſervice. And co take them as they ſhall find neceſ- 
{arie tor the good of the ſame, - And Sicklyke appoints 
the heritors and others lyable in putting forth horſe and

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Foot to bring them tothe Randezvous well mounted 
and armed under the paine of 200.merks for.ilk-hotſe & 
man,and 10o- Metks tor ilk Footman. To be payed by 
the hericors 8- others failing to, bring ſufficient horſe, 
men and armes'reſpeiZive to tht randezvows as ſaidis, 
To be exacted by the {ele perſons nominate in the ſe- 
verall Shyres for viewing of the horſe and armes; And 
this penaltie to be exacted by and artour the putring 
forth ofthe horſe, men and armes as is afforeſaid; And 
incaſe of their return from the Randezyous, appoints 
the Committees of War of the ſeverall Shyrs to take 
the particular heritorsand others lyable in putting forth 
Horſe and Foot obliged for having them in reddinefle 
within 24. houres afcer advertiſment from the Parlia- 
ment or Committee of Eſtates,under the pain aforeſaid, 
Andappointsthe counſels ofBurghs ro rakethe out-put=- 
rers within brughs,obliged in the likemanner under the 
ſame paine. And further the (gids Eſtates upon confide» 
ration of the great abuſes in tormer leviescommitted by 
officers in taking of mony from the heritors 8 others a- 
foreſaid who are lyable in putting forth of horſe-men 
and foot in placeoftheirſaid men, DeclareThat whutſo- 
ever officer ſhall be found ro have done ſo, ſhall nor 
onlybe caſhieredfrom his charge,bur alſo branded with 
ane mark of infamieand diſgrace,and ſhal beobligedro 
repay the quadruple, & to be impriſoneday arid while 
he pay the ſame,Excepring ſuch officerswho azgto Le- 
vie their horſemen in the Shyres beyond Spey, Who arc 
hereby permitted to take 20c. pounds for every horſe 
and man,orthe man well mounted in the option of the
